Orders relating to the Society in 
general. 


J. VHAT this Socir ry be called 

by the Name of, The Society for 
Promoting Chriſtian Knowledge ; That 
they meet the firſt Tueſday in every 
Month, at 'Ten of the Clock in the Fore- 
moon; and that timely Notice be given 
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bf ſuch Meeting, to all the Subſcribing. 4 


and Correſponding Members in and a- 
bout London. | 
II. Thar no Buſineſs be begun till 


the Devotions agreed upon by the Socie- 


ty are performed, and that nothing be 
concluded on, till four of the Subſcrib- 
ing Members are preſent ; but in caſe that 
Number ſhould hot attend, that then the 
Members preſent a& as 4 Committee. 
III. Fn ar the Chair be filled Month- 
ly by a Rotation of Members preſent, and 


that the ſucceeding Chairman be declared 
at each Monthly Meeting, who ſhall pre- 


ſide at every Meeting of the Committee, 
during his Month; but in his Abſence, 
his Place ſhall be ſupply'd by ſuch Mem- 
ber as the Society or Committee ſhall 
agree upon for that Day, 


IV. Trar at every Meeting of the |}

N e only; and to prevent the Me 


ſenger's preſenting the Box to any other, 


this Order ſhall be read upon every ſuch, 
Occaſion - and that when the Numbers. 
in Balloting are equal, it be determined 


by the Chairman. But the Correſpond-

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ing Members are at Liberty, if they 
think proper, to attend all the Mectings 
of the Society and Committee. 

VII. Tur no Perſon choſen to be 
a Subſcribing Member, be conſidered as 
ſuch, till he ſignifies his Acceptance, by 
paying a voluntary Sum to the Treaſurers 


for the Time being, and by Subſcribing 


a Yearly Sum to be paid Quarterly, or 

Annually, for carrying on the Deſigns of 

the Society. . 
VIILLT Uu ar no Member do withdraw 


his Subſcription from the Society, without 


a previous Notice of three Months. 
IX. Tur a Correſponding Mem- 
ber, who ſhall at any time Subſcribe in 
Perſon, or by Letter, a Yearly Sum to 
the Deſigns of the Society, ſhall from 
thenceforward be looked upon as a Sub- 
ſeribing Member, without any new E- 
lection. 5 
X. Thar no Perſon, choſen to be a 
Correſponding Member, be conſidered as 
ſuch, till the Society are aſſured of his 
Willingneſs to Correſpond with them. 
XI. Thar no Sum exceeding Forty

till ſuch Repeal, Suſpenſion or Alteration, 


has been propoſed at two ſucceſſive Meet- 
ings of the Committee; and not deter- 
mined till the next Meeting of the So- 


ciety, when there ſhall be at leaſt five 


Members preſent ; and that the ſame 
Rule be obſerved for revoking or altering 
any thing that has been ſettled by Bal- 
loting.
